— In religious 
matters, as well asin worldly, the adoption of 
principles is very much directed and controll- | 
ed by the existing inclinations and tempers of | 
the heart, which powerfully influence the judg- | 
ment and sway the decisions of the mind ; so, 
that the state of a man’s heart may not unfre- | 
quently be ascertained, in some measure, from 
the nature of ns creed. 

Depravity of heart, then, is the great prima- 
ry source of infidelity. But there are also ma- |

He caused this stone, which covered a | 
small excavation formed with masonary, to be rais- 
ed, in which he found two exceedingly ancient 
swords, a helmet, and shield, which had_ suffered | 
much from rust, and earthen ampliora, of large ca- | 
pacity. The planter caused these objects, together | 
with the tomnb stone, to be removed tou Monte Video, 
where, in spite of the ravages of time, and the little | 
care taken of the stone, tregments of Greek words 
could be easily made out, read and supplied, which, | 
when translate!, are to the following purpose :— 
“ During the dominion ofAlexander, the son of Phil- | 
ip, king of Macedon, in the 63d Olympiad, Ptole- 
maios.” It was imposstble to decipher the rest.—

On the handle of one of theswords was the portrait 


of a man, supposed to be Alexander; onthe helmet 
there is sculptured work that must have been exe- 
cuted by the most exquisite skill, representing | 
Actuiles dragging the corpse of Hlector round the 
wails of Troy, (like the Fabula Hiaca, the bas-relief 
of stucco found in the ruins of the Via Appia at 
Fratocchio, belonging to the princes of Colonna, 
which describes all the principal scenes in the Iliad 
and Odyssey.) It is quite clear, from the discovery 
of this kind of monumental altar, that a contempo- 
rary of Aristotle bas dwg up the soil of Brazil and 
La Plata. It is conjectured that this Ptolemaios 
was the commander of Alexander's fleet; which is 
supposed to have been ov ertaken by a storm in the 
great ocean, as the ancients called it, and driven on 
the coast of Brazil, where it erected the above men- 
tioned monument, to preserve the memory of the 
voyage to so distant a cuuntry. At all events this 
discovery furnishes a fact deserving the attention of
